SEVENTY MINERS 


KILLED BY BLAST 


But One Third of Force That Went 


Into Alabama Coal Hole Were 


Taken Out Alive. 


POWDER BLAST CAUSED TIE EXPLOSION 


Birminham, Ala., Dec. 17.—With 3S 


dead bodies taken from mine number 
one of the Yolande Coal and Coke 
company at Yolande, Tuskaloosa coun- 
ty, 35 miles from Birmingham, up to 
this morning the rescuing parties have 
discovered that there is fire in the 
mine and it may be impossible to 
reach thirty or forty more bodies 
which are in the deep entry. 
The explosion was caused by a windy 
shot below the second entry. There 
were 26 men gotten out alive who 
will recover. 


Women and children together with 


strong men. remained about the mouth 
of the mine all night and despite the 
fact that all are greatly fagged out 
the work is being pushed looking !o 
the taking out of the bodies. 
The 


bodies last taken out were badly black- 
ened and as the rescuing forces got 
further into the mines the hot air was 
felt and the announcement that fire 
had broken out caused great lament- 
ing to those in distress. 


It is estimated that the death list 


will approach seventy, while those 
coming out of the mines alive will not 
go above 26. 


State Mine Inspector Gray and as- 


sistant Hillhouse were joined today by 
assistant Ed Flynn, who was for years 
president of the Miner's union. The 
contract system was in vogue in the 
Yolande mines and therefore no defi- 
nite record was kept of all the men 
who went into the mines Monday. 
several men working as laborers un- 
der the coal check system. 


PRESIDENT AT 


OVERjLEET 


Return Voyage from Hamp- 


ton Boads is Without 


Any Incident. 


Washington, Dec. 17.—With an en- 


thusiastic wave of his high hat and a 
hearty good-by as he was piped over 
the side of the cruiser yacht May- 
flower, President Roosevelt 
ended 


•with every evidence of gftat satisfac- 
tion his trip of farewell to the Pacific 
bound battleship fleet shortly after 8 
o'clock this morning. The Mayflower 
came alongside the Washington navy 
yard dock at 8:20 o'clock. The white 
house carriage was In 
waiting, as 


were the conveyances of the secretary 
of the navy and other officials who 
•were the guests of the president on 
the trip. No one left the ship until 
the president'had taken his seat In 
the open carriage with Mrs. Roose- 
velt, Miss Ethel Roosevelt and Miss 
Robinson. The president did not wait 
for the debarkation of the rest of the 
official party, but started at once for 
the white house, where he arrived at 
-8:45 o'clock. , Just before leaving the 
deck of the Mayflower a wireless mes- 
sage was placed In the hands of the 
president, 
presumably a last word 


from the fleet. 


The trip 
from 
Hampton 
Roads, 


which was made during the night, was 
without incident. The landing could 
have been made earlier, but the speed 
of the engines of the Mayflower was 
BO regulated that the arrival might 
accommodate itself to the president's 
usual rising hour. 


NO WORD AT NAVY DEPARTMENT 


Washington, Dec. 17.—Not a word 


has come to the navy department from 
the Atlantic fleet since it left the Vir- 
ginia Capes yesterday up to 10 o'clock 
today. Wireless messages, however, 
are known to have passed today be- 
tween some one of the vessels and 
the -wireless station at Norfolk, but 
they were not relayed to Washington. 
According to the sailing program to 
be followed the fleet has now steamed 
about 220 knots and it is expected has 
already "crossed the gulf stream and 
Is to the east of the Carolina coast. 


KEEL LAID FOR MONSTER. 


Qiiincy, Mass., Dec. 
17.—At 
the 


moment the guns of Admiral Evans' 
fleet were roaring out their farewells 
at Fort Monroe, the first' keel plate of 
the great battleship 
North Dakota, 


the largest battleship in the world, 
with the exception of her sister ship.j 
the Delaware, was laid in the yards 
of the Fore River Ship Building com- 
pany. A fourth larger than the large/. 
ship now in the American navy,- the 
actual construction of the .North Da- 
kota may now be said to have be- 
gun. 
The contractor has three years 


to complete the ship, but officers of 
the company say that, provided ma-' 
terlal is not delayed, her launching 
may take place ten months from to- 
day. 


WIRELESS IS INTERUPTED. 


Norfolk, Va., Dec. 17.—There was 


• serious atmospheric interference to- 
day In connection with wireless tele- 
graphy operations of the A'irginla and 
North Carolina coasts and it was 
practically impossible to get into In- 
telligible communication from Norfolk 
or Cape Henry during the day with 
Rear Admiral Evan's Pacific and At- 
lantic fleet, which sailed from Hamp- 
ton Roads yesterday.

Admiral Eojestvensky is 


Much Interested in 
Evan's Squadron. 


St. Petersburg, Dec. 17.—Admiral 


Rojestvensky. who during the Russo- 
Japanese war led the ill-starred Rus- 
sian fioet around Africa to ultimate 
defeat at tho hands of the Japanese 
In the "Sea of Japan. Is Intensely In- 
terested In tho voyage of the Amer- 
ican Atlantic squadron. He talked to- 
day with the correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press on the matter. 
From 


his own experience Admiral Rojest- 
vensky is familiar with the problems 
which confront Rear Admiral Evans 
and after outlining some of tho 'diffi- 
culties the American vessels would 
have to overcome, said ho. considered 
the voyage to tho Pacific to be en- 
tirely practicable. 


Safe In Peace or War. 


"It can be made safely cither in 


time of peace or or in' time of war." 
said Rojestvensky. "Sheltered 
har- 


bors are available for coaling at tho 
South American . governments. The 
passage of the Straits of Magellan, 
even in the summer time, presents no 
difficulties to a skilled commander. 
This trip differs from the trip of tho 
Baltic fleet In that we wore obliged to 
coal at sea. 
Wo were not permitted 


to linger for even one day in the un- 
frequented Bay of 
Annam 
without, 


brusque orders from the French gov- 
ernor and the 
English 
admiral to 


move on." 


According to Admiral Rojestvensky 


the chief criterion of the success of 
the voyage will be 
Rear 
Admiral 


Evans' ability to bring every vessel of 
the squadron to the various stopping 
places on schedule time. The strag- 
gling due to mechanical defects, he 
said, will be hard to overcome. 


Laggards Delayed British. 


The 
British 
fleei, 
which 
ranks 


a.mong the most efficient in the world, 
found it necessary to drop the lag- 
gards during its recent 
maneuvers. 


This would be fatal In war time. 


The Russian admiral then spoke of 


the effect or the American squadron 
in the Pacific on the Japanese and 
said: 


"While this voyage will be valuable 


in welding the fleet into a homogene- 
ous weapon, it will have also a high 
strategic value in curbing the preten- 
sions of the Japanese, whose jingoism 
is noticeably abated since 
the 
an- 


nouncement of the plan." 


Rojestvensky disparaged the idea of 


duplicating the battleship squadron, 
one for the Atlantic and the other 
for the Pacific. He declared that one 
fleet would he adequate for the pro- 
tection of both coasts, and that it's 
transfer 
could be made periodically 


with advantage to both 
ships 
and 


crews. The fleet should have Its base 
rat San Francisco or some other Amer.- 
lean port while in the Pacific, he said; 
to station it in the Philippines would 
be expensive and unnecessary. 


War With Japan Out of Question. 
Contrasting the American and Jap- 


anese fleets, the Russian admiral said: 
"The Japanese personnel, 
man 
for 


man, 
is now undoubtedly more effi- 


cient than the American, due to prac- 
tice In battle; but the American ships 
so exceed the Japanese in strength 
and numbers that there Is no question 
of American superiority. 
I consider 


that the question 
of 
war between 


Japan and the United States is quite 
excluded." 


Continuing the 
conversation, Ad- 


miral Rojestvensky said he was op- 
posed to the rebuilding of the Russian 
fleet. 
He believes that Russia's fu- 


ture will be on land and 
that 
the 


money a fleet would cost would be 
better spent, in buildinc up a commer- 
cial marine.

PRESSES HIS BILL 


fOR A WATERWAYS 


Senator Newlands 
Would 


Have Permanent Board 


With $50,000,000. 


Washington. Dec. 17.—Senator New- 


lands addressed the senate today on 
his bill for the appointment of a per- 
manent inland waterways 
commis- 


sion. 


"Tho most, important feature of the 


bill," said Mr. Newlands, "Is the crea- 
tion of an inland waterway fund to he 
used both for Investigation and con- 
struction. The sum of $50,000,000 is 
by the 'bill reserved and set aside as 
such fund and the president. Is author- 
ized whenever Iho fund is reduced be- 
low $20,000,000 to 
make up tho de- 


ficiency by issuing and soiling bonds 
up to the amount of $50,000,000. Thus 
the. fund Is always 
kept 
full, even 


though congress should fall to make 
appropriations. 
Tho president, is au- 


thorized to make examinations and 
surveys for the development of all the 
inland waterways of the country and 
for the connection of such rivers with 
each other or with the great lakes by 
connecting canals and by coast canals. 
In order to enable the president, to 
make such examination and to instruct 
feasible works, ho Is authorized to ap- 
point, nn Inland waterway commission 
and to bring In co-ordination there- 
with such experts in various depart- 
ments of the government service. The 
commission Is required to make re- 
port to the president or congress, or 
to cither body of congress, whenever 
information is required."

zenship league he entered the restau- 
rant and went from there through a 
door into the saloon and that the front 
windows were so arranged that no ma- 
terial part of it could be seen from 
the street. He'also testified that he 
tried to look in from the street and 
could not do so. 


George Meyers followed Mr. Wood- 


hull and he testified to practically the 
same facts as to the inside locations, 
the manner of entering the saloon and 
as to the number of persons in the 
place other than those who were out 
on the trip of inspection. John Byer- 
line was the next witness and his evi- 
dence was along the same lines. 


The witnesses for the state were 


not broken down on any points in the 
cross examination and the evidence 
was put before the jury In better form 
than In any of the other saloon cases. 
Judge O'Rourke will not rule upon the 
question of the rear partition 
and 


whether or not the restaurant. Is part 
of the saloon until tho proper time

SAYS FARMERS DID

President of State Congress 


Talks of Work of Last 


Legislature. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 17.—In his 


annual address delivered this morning 
at the meeting of the Farmers State 
Congress of Indiana, at the state 
house, Joshua 
Strange, of Marlon, 


president of tho congress, championed 
the cause of the farmer and incident- 
ally struck a few blows at the last 
legislature, declaring that the farmers, 
if they wished to obtain relief, must 
elect, an equitable quota of farmers to 
the legislature, "Instead of corporation 
lawyers and the like." 


"As to the last legislature." said 


Mr. Strange, "lawyers and corpora- 
tions seemed to be the prevailing pow- 
er. The farmer was not in it. The 
chairman of your -committee, with 
others, paid such visits .to the legisla- 
ture while in session as seemed neces- 
sary and watched every opportunity 
to get something in our line. But we 
lost entirely on our drainage proposi- 
tion and when It was apparent that the 
farmers'measure would receive no con- 
sideration, your chairman's last de- 
mand was to repeal the law of 1905 
and give us no ditch law, rather than 
what, they were proposing." 


Mr. Strange suggested that corpo- 


rations be organized to look after the 
ditches. Ho believes that a law should 
be enacted which would empower a 
majority on each public drain or on 
any of the branches of the public 
drain or both to file articles of incor- 
poration with the county recorder and 
to draft rules and regulations for car- 
Ing for the public drains.

TO THE NATIONS 


The Parliament Says the Shah Has 


fe Violated His Covenant With

the Persian People. 
= 


STILL AT WAR 


Teheran. Dec. I".—On behalf of the 


nation the Persian parliament has is- 
sued a manifesto to the world, explain- 
in.? the present constitutional crisis 
and appealing for assistance. 
The 


manifesto which was distributed to 
the foreign legations and consulates 
here this afternoon says: 


"When the affairs of the empire had 


fallen into a hopeless state the nation 
saw its only salvation In constitutional 
government. The late Shah granted 
a constitution and the reigning Shah 
confirmed it, but persons who, under 
the despotic regime were accustomed 
to oppress 
the people, misled our 


young ruler to the belief that the con- 
stitution was the cause of the present 
trouble. 


"The nation wants to do nothing 


that will disturb peace, but In view of 
the attack of the reactionary members 


of the government, it will defend tha 
constitution, its only hope, to the ut- 
most. 


"By means of this manifesto, the 


Persian nation makes known to all le- 
gations and foreign diplomatic repre- 
sentatives the actual condition of af- 
fairs, and informs them that the sov- 
ereign is violating his covenant with, 
the people. It makes this announce- 
ment to all the nations of the world, 
convinced that they will show brother- 
ly love to the ten million Persians and 
not allow their rights to be trodden 
under foot." 


The negotiations between the Shah 


and parliament have, up to the pres- 
ent time, been without result. Toddy 
the members of the old cabinet are 
holding a council in the palace. Tha 
postoffice and all shops In Teheran 
are closed, and no newspapers were 
published today.

with other conduct both preceding and 
following it. But it is not an isolated 
fact It is an act In a conspiracy to 
destroy plaintiff's business," etc. This 
conspiracy originated, the courts said, 
In the action by the Metal Polishers' 
Local No. 13 In St. Louts in the fall

union. When this body acted it did 
not use the term "boycott," but the

Captain Halls Finds Work 


of Famous Counterfeiter 


in Fort Wayne. 


, "That's a Jim Fox dollar," remark- 
ed Captain T. E. Halls, of the United 
St2tes secret service yesterday, as he 
helcflup to view one cf three counter- 
feit silver dollars turned over to him 
by Deputy United States Marshal A. 
R. Walter, of this city. The three 
coins had been gathere;! up at dif- 
ferent times 
within 
the ' past few 


weeks by Mr. Walter. 
To the ordi- 


nary observer there was little differ- 
ence in the three spurious coins, but 
the trained eye of the veteran secret 
service officer at once picked out the 
bad dollar, which he declared was the 
work of the famous counterfeiter. The 
other two, he explained,'were of other 
workmanship. 


"Jim Fox is in Fort Leavenworth 


prison," continued Captain Halls in a 
reminiscent vein, "serving his fourth 
term, but traces of his work turn up 
every little while. His operations in 
bad money making must have been 
very extensive, for though it is seven 
years since lie was last sent to prison, 
we are still finding his coins occasion-, 
ally, and we are-so familiar with them 
that they cannot fool us. Among oth- 
er distinctive features the Fox dollar 
has a peculiar edge never .seen on 
other counterfeit coins, and some oth- 
er-marks not successfully attempted 
by other counterfeiters. 


"Fox Is one of the most trouble- 


some criminals the central west has 
ever known. He is not. only a coun- 
terfeiter, 
but 
a 
highwayman and 


house-breaker, always disposed to be 
ugly, and on two occasions when offi- 
cers were attempting to photograph 
him ho has made sudden breaks and 
utterly kicked the cameras to bits 
before ho could he stopped. He was 
flrst arrested in Indiana in 1890 and 
was sent to prison for flve years by 
Judge Baiter. By some strange freak 
of his fancy, Fox concluded to be good 
during his term, made considerable 
time for good conduct and was re- 
Jeased-after he had served three and 
one-half years. He had been at lib- 
erty but. sixty days when he was ar- 
rested at .Teffersonvllle, where, with 
a pal, he was flooding the town with 
bad dollars. Here he .was shot In the 
breast while attempting to evade ar- 
rest, but he recovered from Injuries 
that would have killed an ordinary 
man. 
He was last arrested at Indi- 


anapolis in 1900 
for counterfeiting, 


and is now well toward the" end of the 
ten-year-sentence given him at that 
time. 
So adverse was he to being 


photographed that it was his habit, If, 
he could not demolish the camera, to 
suddenly drop his head! I remember 
that the last time he did this trick I 
said to him: 
'Now, see here, Fox, 


Fve got three excellent 
photographs 


ot the top of your head, but I want 
yb'ur face?' 
"We finally got It." 


Captain Halls, who has given many 


years of his 
life to the 
pursuit of 


counterfeiters, Is an inexhaustable 
mine of Interesting reminiscence of 
these criminals when he can be In- 
duced to chat concerning bis experi- 
ences. "I often wish," said he during 
his stay In Fort Wayne, "that people 
wpuld let me talk about something 
else besides 
counterfeit 
money and 


counterfeiters. 'But they won't. As 
quickly as I seek to branch ott some- 
body Insists upon asking a question 
that brings the old theme back."

His Legs Lay Along Track 


and Trunk Was Found 


in the Kiver. 


Two human legs found along the 


Pennsylvania tracks near the 
St 


Mary's river bridge and the trunk of 
a human body later dragged from the 
Icy waters of the stream made pos- 
sible the Identification of the remains 
of Konnary Karral, a Hungarian la- 
borer, late Monday afternoon, and es- 
tablished the tact that the man had 
been cut in twain by a locomotive. 
Death must have been instantaneous, 
and the dismembered parts of the 
man's body were separated by a dis- 
tance of two hundred feet. 


Karral had been making his home 


with Louis Bickel, at 456 Brooklyn 
avenue, and was 35 years of age. 
It 


Is presumed that he was struck by a 
train while walking along the tracks 
toward the rolling mills in search of 
work, and Coroner Stults believes the 
man must have met his death Satur- 
day afternoon or evening. The flrst 
intimation, of the fatality came to light 
late Monday afternoon, when C. L. 
Clover, an operator at the junction 
tower, in going to his work happened 
to see the dismembered legs of a man 
lying half hidden by some underbrush 
along the. tracks. 
Authorities wore 


notified, and later the trunk of the 
man's body was discovered In the 
river by Coroner Stults. The man had 
evidently been struck as he was near 
the river bridge, and the severed 
trunk had been hurled Into the stream 
below by the force of the train. 
* 


The man's shoes were missing, and 


the police began an investigation of 
the possibility that he had been as- 
saulted and robbed. 
No money was 


found on his person, and the remains 
were ordered removed to- the Schone 
undertaking rooms. There is a rumor

made a report that he believed his 
train had struck something or some- 
body near the spot where Karral's 
body was found, but that he had seen 
nothing, and the early investigation 
did not disclose the man's remains, 
hidden as they were by the .brush and 
In the stream.

FAILORE TO MENTION A 


DEFECT IN 


Attorney General's 
Brief 


in Defense of Act to 


Regulate Sales. 


Indianapolis, Dec. 17.—A brief pre- 


pared in the office of James Bingham, 
attorney general, and which has Just 
been filed in the supremo court, con- 
tains eloquent terms in defense of the 
law passed by the last legislature to 
regulate the sale and exchange of dis- 
eased mules and horses. The caae U 
that of John Boyer, appellant, against 
the state, and was appealed from tho 
Marion criminal court. 


The chief contention in the brief Is 


that to conceal a defect In a horse or 
mule the trader -or seller does not 
necessarily have to take any affirma- 
tive action, that is, the trader or sell- 
er may conceal the defect merely by 
keeping quiet arid saying nothing 
about it. Falling to'mention a defect 
would be, It is contended, one method 
of concealing the defect, and therefore 
the trader who concealed the defect in 
this way would be subject, to the pen- 
alty of the law, which is a flue of not 
more than $500 to which may be added 
imprisonment in the county jail or 
workhouse for not 
more than six 


months. 


The law provides punishment, for 


those who, in selling or trading de- 
fective horses of certain kinds, con- 
ceal certain defects by trick or artifice 
and further provides for punishment 
for those who conceal the defects, the 
term conceal having no qualifying 
word or words in the latter instance. 


Meaning of "Conceal." 


The word "conceal" In the second 


instance, it is contended by the state,' 
would cover cases in which the trader 
or seller merely kept quiet and said 
nothing about the defect. In regard 
to the meaning of the word "conceal" 
the brief says: 


"Fiction has at least one David 


Harum, and his horse 'would stanJ 
without hitching,' and the enormous 
sales of that book would Indicate that 
the public understands that there Is 
ingenuity practiced In such matters. 
But self-Interest can be controlled by 
law when it trenches upon common 
honesty, and it has long been esteemed 
Immoral and dishonest for a vendor 
to silently and knowingly accept a 
sound price for a defective horse. Im- 
morality is not punishable, perhaps, 
except as forbidden by statute, but it 
becomes important in the considera- 
tion of the range and effect of an 
enactment to consider the state of 
affairs and evil intended to be curbed 
and prevented."

who was introduced by Rev. Frank 
Lenlg to an audience that, while not 
large, was devotedly attentive and In- 
terested. 
Mr. 
Miller entertainingly 


traced the formallon of this country 
and Its peop.Ie, dwelt upon the causes 
for some national changes and devel- 
opments that have characterized the 
nation's 
progress 
and 
indulged 
to 


some extent in prophecy regarding the 
future. 
Relations with other nations 


were referred to, and there was com- 
mendation for the manner In which 
foreign peoples coming 
to America 


quickly absorb the national spirit of 
their adopted land. Tills he illustrat- 
ed hy the report of Prlnco Henry, of 
Germany, who after his return to the 
Fatherland told of. his splendid recep- 
tion by the American people, Includ- 
ing the German Americans, but de- 
clared to Emperor William that the 
people of German birth in America 
were first and foremost Americans in 
spirit and hopes and feelings. 
The 


speaker declared his belief that chil- 
dren now living may see the day that 
Canada is a part of the United States 
and that in the event alliance waS 
ever made with any foreign people, it 
would be with England, and not with 
another power. 


Tracing the progress of the country 


and Its men of the past, he cited his 
conviction, based upon the history of 
the past hundred years, that the Amer- 
ican people would be found fully com- 
petent, to deal with any problem that 
may arise in the national life. 
"In 


every crisis," said he, "the man and 
the hour have always met, and they 
always will meet." 
He gloried in the 


fact that the United States Is now a 
world-power, and declared he would 
have this country so big and so great 
and so powerful that no other nation 
would dare offer affront, and at the 
same time so fair, so honest and so 
just that no other nation would ever 
desire, to do so.

Hegeman he held that three for per- 
jury were good. 


Delafleld Urges Hatte. 


"We do not join in this appeal," 


shouted Mr. Delafleld. "A stigma has 
been placed upon this honorable gen- 
tleman, and it should be removed at 
once. It is your duty to quash the 
indictments. Why should we be sub- 
jected to the stigma of indictments?" 


"When you talk about this honor- 


able gentleman." Mr. Jerome replied, 
with a sneor, "It is about time for 
me to Bay a word. 
This honorable 


gentleman is so afraid that this stigma 
will be nailed down good and hard 
that he fears to have five Judges of 
the highest court In the state decide 
whether he is an honorable gentleman 
or a felon—yes, I say felon, for forgery 
1s a felony. It seems to me that he is 
extremely anxious to get out of these 
Indictments on n techicality of law. 


"Immoral" Elements In Gate.

I 
would not have made this statement 
had not Mr. Delafleld- referred to the 
moral side of the issue. That sense 
of Innocence is not as real as it is 
painted. I would not hare mentioned 
this hod' counsel argued on

grounds, but when he argues on moral 
grounds I want to say that many ele- 
ments in tho Perkins case are distinct- 
ly immoral."

The latter will make a total of 
61,000 sheets, each 14x17 inches, which 
if pile'd one upon the other would 
make a stack twelve feet high. W. L. 
Wilt, chief motive power clerk and a 
member of the "compilation commit- 
tee, has called a meeting of all of the 
storekeepers of both the northwest 
and southwest systems for next Thurs- 
day.
